A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that in Figs 7 and 8, Wilbur's invention requires pin 
punctures which render the tape being porous, whereas the independent claims of U.S. applications 09/715586, 
09/716740 and 10/027613 recite a storage wrap material comprising a sheet of non-porous material. The Examiners 
note that while the Figs. 7 and 8 shows one of the embodiments of Wilbur's invention, Figs. 1 and 2 clearly shows a 
non-porous embodiment, in which the substrate is not punctured. Applicants also argue that Wilbur does not teach a 
non-porous film substrate and the rejection lacks a secondary reference to show a combinable non-porous film 
substrate. The Examiners pointed out that the 103(a) rejection in prior Office action dated 8/4/2003 is relied upon a 
combination of Wilbur and Applicants' admitted prior art (see section 8 of Paper No. 0725), and Applicants have 
admitted that it is known art that sheet materials with dining character (i.e., cling film) can be used to form a closure for 
a container (Specification, page 1 , lines 18-26). The Examiners suggest that Applicants may wish to file an after-final 
response to elaborate on the supposed errors by the Examiners in relying upon the Wilbur's reference, and further 
stating their position as to just why this reference cannot be relied upon, either individually or in combination with the 
admitted prior art. 
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
